The application has been amended as follows: On the last line of claim 1 , delete 
"and the apparatus of claim". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2 and 4-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowances claims 1 , 2 and 4-1 0 is because the prior art of record, 
including Abbot, Sebaa, Gajjar, Mann and Aagaard do not teach an apparatus for 
testing data paths or video sources on an integrated circuit that includes a cyclic 
redundancy checksum (CRC) module configured to receive testing output data directly 
from the one testing output data-path and perform CRC testing of the video testing 
output data without interrupting simultaneous provision of the one or more video 
sources to the one or more destinations..
